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Our  College  Finances 

Jfow  Shall  We  Improve  Them? 
By  Charles  W.  Dabney 


THE  Rockefeller  Foundation  has  made  a  thorough 
study  of  college  finances  for  the  last  twenty  years  and 
has  done  a  great  deal  to  improve  them  by  stimulating  the 
gifts  of  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  institutions  as  well  as 
by  generous  donations  from  its  own  treasury.  Basing  his 
discussion  on  the  information  collected  by  this  Foundation, 
Mr.  J.  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  made  an  address  at  Brown 
University,  his  own  college,  last  June,  which  was  designed 
to  direct  the  attention  of  college  boards  and  their  friends 
to  a  phase  of  college  financing  which  has  been  too  much 
overlooked  in  the  intense  struggle  to  get  new  endowments 
to  meet  the  rapidly  growing  expense  of  the  higher  edu- 
cation in  recent  years. 

Mr.  Rockefeller  thinks  we  should  differentiate  between 
society's  obligation  to  provide  support  for  ordinary  under- 
graduate instruction  as  given  in  the  private  colleges  and 
State  universities,  and  its  obligation  to  train  a  high  class 
of  professional  men  and  investigators  in  graduate  schools. 
Undergraduate  instruction,  especially  in  the  North  and  the 
West,  has  received  tremendous  endowments  and  ap- 
propriations in  the  last  twenty-five  years;  but,  he  intimates, 
that  this  type  of  education  should  in  the  future  look  more 
to  the  parents  of  students  and  to  the  Alumni  of  the  colleges 
for  the  means  for  future  development,  while  the  support 
of  the  foundations  and  large  givers  should  go  to  endow 
research  and  new  projects  for  human  betterment. 

For  the  support  of  the  growing  budgets  of  the  colleges, 
Mr.  Rockefeller  advises  a  steadily  increasing  scale  of  fees 
with  larger  loan  funds  to  be  raised  by  Alumni  and  other 
friends  for  the  aid  of  students  of  limited  means.  The 
dollar  to-day  is  worth  only  about  fifty-five  cents  as 
compared  with  the  dollar  of  1890  and  the  income  per 
capita  of  the  people  of  the  country  has  increased  in 
approximately  the  same  proportion,  though  by  no  means 
uniformly  for  all  classes.  The  agricultural  classes  have 
not  yet  succeeded  in  advancing  their  incomes  to  correspond 
with  the  higher  cost  of  manufactured  goods;  but,  on  the 
average,  the  people  have  more  cash  and  are  able  to  pay 
more  for  the  instruction  of  their  boys  and  girls. 

Taking  the  suggestion  from  Mr.  Rockefeller,  The  Price 
Jones  Corporation,  an  organization  with  headquarters  in 
New  York,  which  makes  a  business  of  aiding  colleges  in 
raising  endowments  has  made  a  study  of  the  fees  charged 
by  thirty  representative  institutions  in  the  past  twenty 
years  and  has  published  the  results  in  a  paper  before  me. 

The  questions  they  have  asked  were:  "How  far  have 
private    colleges    and    universities    gone    in    raising   their 


tuition  fees  for  undergraduates?"  "How  have  the  in- 
creases compared  with  the  general  trend  of  economic 
conditions?" 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  southern  and  western 
colleges  were  not  included  in  the  list;  but  the  results  are 
interesting  to  us  nevertheless.  Their  findings  are  especially 
instructive  for  us  at  Hampden-Sidney. 

We  know  what  the  economic  trend  has  been  during  the 
last  twenty  years — upward  in  every  thing.  The  index 
figures  for  income  per  capita  of  the  people  of  the  whole 
country  have  increased  from  about  91  to  234  (National 
Bureau  of  Economic  Research),  and  the  index  figures  for 
living  from  90  to  204  (U.  S.  Bureau  of  Labor).  The  index 
for  retail  food  prices  has  grown  from  82,  in  1907,  to  157 
in  1926  (U.  S.  Labor  Bureau).  The  index  figures  for 
deposits  in  banks  have  grown  from  75,  in  1907,  to  283  in 
1927. 

Now,  how  about  the  tuition  fees  of  colleges?  The 
twenty-one  privately  endowed  colleges  and  universities 
for  men  reported  in  the  paper  of  the  Price  Jones  Corpo- 
ration, all  in  the  eastern  and  central  states,  except  Vander- 
bilt;  Washington,  St.  Louis;  Western  Reserve  and  North 
Western,  have  increased  their  tuition  fees  from  an  average 
of  #125  in  1907-8  to  an  average  of  $329  per  session  in 
1927-8,  or  155  per  cent.  Nine  women's  colleges  in  the 
East,  including  Goucher  and  Sweet  Briar,  have  increased 
their  tuition  fees  from  an  average,  in  1907-8,  of  $147  to 
$343  in  1927-8,  an  increase  of  133  per  cent. 

Vanderbilt  University,  the  one  southern  college  for  men 
reported,  has  increased  its  tuition  fees  from  $100,  in 
1907-8,  to  $227  in  1927-8. 

It  will  be  seen  thus  that  tuition  fees  are  strongly  on  the 
advance.  In  the  thirty  private  institutions  reported  in 
this  study  they  have  been  increased  very  nearly  in  the 
same  proportion  as  incomes  and  cost  of  living  have 
increased. 

Now  what  is  the  situation  with  regard  to  fees  at  Hamp- 
den-Sidney? The  tuition  fee  of  #50  a  session  has  not  been 
changed  since  1900.  The  other  fees  paid  by  students, 
including  room  rent,  maintenance,  campus,  gymnasium, 
athletics  and  infirmary  have  advanced,  but  the  tuition  fee 
remains  the  same. 

This  subject  needs  to  be  studied  by  the  management  of 
Hampden-Sidney.  Tuition  fees  should  be  made  to 
correspond  more  nearly  to  the  cost  of  the  instruction. 
They  must  also  be  adapted  to  the  conditions  of  the 
students  of  the  Hampden-Sidney  constituency. 
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The  increase  in  tuitions  certainly 
offers  one  solution  for  the  problem  of 
financing  the  college  and  increasing 
the  salaries  of  professors,  now  so 
much  lower  than  they  should  be. 

But  student  fees  were  never,  and 
can  never  be,  made  to  support  a 
college,  much  less  build  it  up.  To 
advance  the  standards  of  teaching, 
to  keep  and  enlarge  the  plant,  as 
must  be  done  from  time  to  time,  to 
improve  the  curriculum,  to  equip 
the  libraries  and  laboratories,  special 
funds  and  endowments  must  be 
provided.  Hampden-Sidney  has  re- 
ceived fewer  of  these  than  any  other 
institution  I  know  of  in  its  class. 
How  it  has  lived  and  done  the  grand 
work  it  has  is  a  mystery.  It  has 
been  a  case  of  ''simple  living  and 
high  thinking"  at  Hampden-Sidney 
— May  it  long  be  so!  But  the  pro- 
fessors and  the  institution  must  both 
have  the  means  to  live  in  these  new 
and  expensive  days,  or  they  can  do 
no  high  thinking.  Hampden-Sidney 
cannot  depend  on  tuitions  and  fees; 
it  must  look  to  the  devoted  and  gen- 
erous Alumni,  to  a  church  dis- 
tinguished  through  its  history    for 

its  service  to  higher  education,  and  to  a  public  which  is 
yearly  learning  the  necessity  for  a  liberal  education  for 
its  sons. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  officers  of 
the  Executive  Committee  for  the  fine  work  they  have  done 
for  the  Association  during  the  past  six  months  when  I  have 
been  unable  to  cooperate  with  them.  It  is  very  en- 
couraging also  to  learn  that  the  chapter  officers  and  the 
members  are  becoming  more  and  more  interested  and 
active  in  the  support  of  the  college  and  in  furthering  plans 
for  the  Association.  We  are  grateful  for  their  increasing 
financial  support.  More  chapters  will  be  formed  this 
winter  and  many  more  members  enrolled.  The  Association 
is  now  well  established  and  The  Record  is  an  assured 
success.  Let  us  all  help  the  men  at  Hampden-Sidney  who 
are  carrying  on  this  work  for  us  by  promptly  replying  to 
their  request  for  information.  And  let  the  first  thing  be  to 
send  in  your  dues.

Ex-Governor  William  Hodges  Mann 

Just  as  The  Record  goes  to  press  we  learn  of  the  sudden 
death  of  Ex-Governor  William  Hodges  Mann.  While 
Governor  Mann  was  never  a  student  at  Hampden-Sidney, 
he  was  for  twenty-five  years  a  member  of  its  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  technically,  therefore,  ranks  as  an  alumnus 
of  the  College.  Moreover,  he  was  a  citizen  of  Southside 
Virginia,  that  territory  in  which  the  College  is  located 
and  the  field  from  which  so  many  of  its  students  have  been 
drawn. 

Governor  Mann's  career  was  a  most  distinguished  one — 
an  able  lawyer,  he  was  first  County  Judge,  and  then  one 
of  the  strongest  men  in  the  State  Senate  of  Virginia,  going 
from  the  Senate  to  the  chair  of  Chief  Executive.  Under 
his  administration  of  the  State  Government  great  progress 
was  made,  and  he  met  and  solved  the  difficult  problems 
which  confronted  him  with  rare  skill  and  judgment. 
Governor  Mann  was  a  gallant  Confederate  soldier  and 
always  took  a  most  active  part  in  Veteran  organizations. 
He  was  a  forceful  and  graceful  speaker,  of  splendid  ap- 
pearance and  address,  and  ranks  high  up  on  the  list  of 
the  distinguished  Governors  of  the  Commonwealth. 

His  son,  William  Hodges  Mann,  Jr.,  now  a  prominent 
lawyer  of  Petersburg,  and  a  partner  with  his  father  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  was  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sidney, 
which  causes  this  College  to  feel  an  additional  claim  on 
his  distinguished  father.  — R.  K.  B. 
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Francis  Joseph  and  John  Peter  Mettauer

THE  name  Mettauer  first  appears  in  Prince  Edward 
County  with  that  of  Francis  Joseph  Mettauer,  who 
was  an  army  surgeon  with  French  troops  stationed  at 
Kingsville  after  the  Battle  of  Yorktown. 

There  is  recorded  in  the  County  Court  of  Prince  Edward 
a  power  of  attorney  given  by  "John  Peter  Mettauer,  late 
of  Sultzbach,  Upper  Alsace,  Kingdom  of  France,"  to 
Francis  Joseph  Mettauer,  to  transact  certain  business  for 
him  on  the  latter's  visit  to  France.  The  instrument  is 
dated  October  18,  1790.  This  John  Peter  Mettauer  is 
said  to  have  been  a  brother  of  Francis  Joseph,  and  to  have 
been  an  army  surgeon  also.  There  is  no  other  mention  of 
this  John  Peter  Mettauer,  to  indicate  where  he  lived,  his 
business  or  profession,  or  where  and  when  he  died. 

The  first  indication  of  a  permanent  settlement  of 
Francis  Joseph  Mettauer  in  the  Kingsville  neighborhood, 
near  Hampden-Sidney,  is  found  in  the  county  records, 
as  follows:  Deed  Book  7;  118,  March  15,  1784,  Pugh 
Price  sells  to  Joseph  Mettauer  certain  land  (80  acres) 
''next  to  the  Glebe  lands"  and  next  to  "Nathaniel 
Venable's  line."  The  Glebe  lands  included  property  at 
and  near  Kingsville,  and  also  across  Briery  River,  where 
the  manse  "Providence"  was  located. 

On  April  21,  1788,  Joseph  Mettauer  bought  land 
(acreage  not  stated)  from  Andrew  Johnston,  who  owned 
land  at  and  near  Kingsville.  On  April  21,  1789,  Robert 
Lawson  sold  to  Joseph  Mettauer  422  acres,  which  appear  to 
have  been  located  north  by  east  of  Kingsville  on  the  main 
road  going  towards  the  old  Watkins  place  and  Farmville. 

The  records  show  that  Francis  Joseph  Mettauer 
married  Jemima  Gaulding.  Mr.  Branch  Rodgers  of 
Kingsville,  who  knows  a  great  deal  of  local  history,  and 
whose  statements  are  usually  correct  in  such  matters, 
says  that  she  was  a  widow,  that  her  maiden  name  was 
Crump,  and  that  she  was  a  native  of  Henrico  County. 

The  records  show  that  on  June  20,  1792,  a  jury  was 
inpaneled  "to  locate  and  circumscribe"  one  acre  of  land 
for  a  mill  dam  on  Shelton's  Branch,  "the  north  side  of 
which  belongeth  to  Joseph  Mattauer";  the  other  side 
belonged  to  Nathaniel  Venable.  The  purpose  in  calling 
the  jury  is  stated  in  the  following  quaint  words: 

"To  examine  the  Lands  above  and  below,  of  the  property 
of  others  which  may  probably  be  Overflowed  and  to  say 
to  what  damage  it  will  be  of  to  the  several  proprietors, 
and  whether  the  Mansion  house  of  any  such  proprietor  or 
the  offices,  or  Curtilage  or  Garden  thereunto  immediately 
belonging,  or  Orchards,  will  be  Overflowed,  to  enquire 
whether  and  in  what  degree  fish  of  Passage  and  Ordinary 
Navigation  will  be  Obstructed,  whether  by  any  or  by  what 
means  such  Obstructions  may  be  prevented  and  whether 
in  their  Opinion  the  Health  of  the  Neighbors  will  be 
annoyed  by  the  Stagnation  of  the  Waters." 

Shelton's  Branch  is  a  continuation  of  Mettauer's,  or  the 
Tan  Yard  Branch,  and  the  mill  stood  about  a  third  of  a 
mile  east  of  Dr.  Mettauer's  home. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  James  Jones,  of  Nottoway 
County,  a  famous  member  of  the  famous  Class  of  1791, 
studied  medicine  under  Dr.  Francis  Joseph  Mettauer, 
after  graduating  at  Hampden-Sidney.    The  Joneses  were 


people  of  ample  means  and  the  young  man  would  not  have 
taken  even  a  preliminary  training  in  medicine  under  this 
physician,  unless  the  latter  had  been  a  man  of  considerable 
reputation  in  his  profession.  This  was  in  1793;  and,  after 
further  preliminary  studies  under  other  physicians,  he 
entered  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  graduated  in 
medicine  in  June,  1796. 

Dr.  Mettauer  in  his  will  made  December  31,  181 1,  and 
recorded  January  20,  1812,  makes  his  sons,  John  Peter 
and  Francis,  his  executors,  and  frees  several  of  his  slaves.

The  tradition  is  that  John  Peter  Mettauer,  son  of 
Francis  Joseph,  was  born  1787,  and  that  he  was  88  when  he 
died  in  1875.  Morrison  thinks  that  this  date  is  too  early, 
basing  his  doubt  on  a  record  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  College,  of  January  4,  1804,  as  follows: 

Doctor  Joseph  Mettauer  attended  the  Board  and  complained 
that  his  son,  Peter,  had  been  improperly  and  passionately  correct- 
ed by  Mr.  Leak,  the  teacher  of  the  Grammar  School.  After 
hearing  the  complaint,  and  after  mature  deliberation,  it  is  deter- 
mined that  it  will  be  best,  and  most  for  the  peace  of  College,  not  to 
enter  into  a  particular  investigation  of  this  matter.  But  to  prevent 
all  complaint  of  this  kind,  and  all  cause  of  complaint  in  future,  it  is 
ordered  that  no  boy  above  fourteen  years  old  shall  receive  corporal 
punishment  from  the  teacher  of  the  Grammar  School  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  president  and  teachers  of  College. 

Morrison's  doubt  arose  from  what  he  regarded  as  the 
improbability  of  a  boy  16  or  17  receiving  corporal  punish- 
ment from  a  teacher.     But  he  forgot  that  in  those  early 
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For  years  his  grave  was  unmarked.     Recently  (iQ2~),  the  Medical 
Society  of  Virginia  has  erected  in  the  church  cemetery 
at  Hampden-Sidney,  Virginia,  the  appro- 
priate memorial  shown  above 

days  of  the  Republic  the  rod  was  applied  vigorously,  and 
early  and  late,  and  that  the  little  matter  of  age  had  nothing 
to  do  with  it.  And  this  was  the  custom  down  to  com- 
paratively recent  times,  if  the  '8o's  are  not  considered 
ancient. 

On  October  i,  1810,  Martin  Smith  sold  to  John  Peter 
Mettauer  100  acres  of  land,  and  on  November  14,  181 1, 
Joseph  Watkins  and  Ruth,  his  wife,  sold  to  young  Met- 
tauer certain  lots  "in  the  village  of  Farmville." 

In  a  little  book  kept  by  Mrs.  James  P.  Smith,  of 
Worsham,  Virginia,  and  now  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Hart,  is  the  following  entry  made  November  22,  1875: 
"At  three  o'clock  P.  M.,  Dr.  John  Mettauer  ceased  from 
his  labours.  The  good  physician,  86  years  old."  If  his  age 
as  given  here  is  correct,  he  was  born  in  1789;  was  at  least 
14  when  he  received  the  "corporal  punishment"  at  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Leak;  was  20  when  he  graduated  in  medicine 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania;  was  21  when  he 
was  made  one  of  the  executors  of  his  father's  estate. 

Dr.  Bagby,  in  his  General  Catalogue  of  Hampden- 
Sidney,  places  Peter  Mettauer  in  the  class  of  181 1. 
Morrison  places  him  in  the  class  of  1806.  Dr.  Mettauer 
left  a  paper  in  his  own  handwriting  stating  that  the 
Philanthropic  Literary  Society  was  organized  in  1805, 
and  that  he  joined  it  a  few  weeks  or  months  after  its 
organization.  It  does  not  seem  probable  that  he  joined 
the  Society  while  he  was  attending  the  Grammar  School. 
He  entered  College  in  1805,  and  belonged  to  the  Class  of 
1809;  but  he  left  before  graduating,  as  he  graduated  in 
medicine  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1809.  The 
General  Catalogue  states  that  he  was  given  an  Honorary 
Master's  Degree  in  1839.  It  has  not  been  ascertained 
when  and  where  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

The  record  of  Dr.  John  Peter  Mettauer  as  a  physician 
and  surgeon  has  been  written  and  published  by  Drs. 
George  Ben  Johnston,  A.  Murat  Willis,  and  others,  and 
will  not,  therefore,  be  touched  upon  in  this  paper.     He 


married  four  times:  (1)  Miss  Mary  Woodard,  of  Norfolk, 
Virginia.  In  1816,  April  13th,  is  recorded  in  the  Clerk's 
Office  of  Prince  Edward  County,  a  deed  from  "John  Peter 
-Mettauer  and  Mary,  his  wife,  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk" 
to  John  Spalding,  for  land.  Mr.  Branch  Rodgers  states 
that  by  this  marriage  Dr.  Mettauer  had  two  children, 
(a)  Francis  Joseph,  who  became  a  physician,  and  lived,  and 
died  in  1882,  near  Kingsville,  in  his  home  just  across  the 
road  from  old  "Whitehall";  and  (b)  a  son  who  died  in 
infancy.  He  married  (2)  Miss  Margaret  E.  Carter, 
daughter  of  Samuel  Carter,  of  Prince  Edward.  The 
marriage  bond  is  dated  April  13,  1825,  and  the  date  of  the 
marriage  is  stated  on  the  register  as  being  April  14th.  By 
this  marriage,  according  to  Mr.  Rodgers,  he  had  four 
children,  (a)  Nannie;  (b)  Henry  Archer,  who  was  of  the 
Class  of  1847  at  Hampden-Sidney,  and  became  a  dis- 
tinguished surgeon,  living  and  dying  at  Macon,  Georgia. 
He  was  in  the  C.  S.  A.  (c)  Edward  Mumford,  who  was  in 
the  same  class  with  his  brother  at  College,  became  a 
physician,  and  died  in  Florida;  (d)  a  son  who  died  in 
infancy. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Mettauer  was  living  in  November,  1828, 
when  she  joined  in  a  deed  with  her  husband  for  the  sale 
of  land.  In  July,  1830,  Dr.  Mettauer  sold  land  to  Joel 
Dupuy,  and  there  is  no  mention  of  his  wife;  apparently 
she  was  dead  at  this  date. 

In  July,  1836,  John  Peter  Mettauer  and  his  wife,  Louisa, 
joined  in  a  deed  for  the  sale  of  land.  This  was  his  third 
wife,  Miss  Mansfield,  of  Connecticut;  and  Mr.  Rodgers 
tells  me  that  by  her  he  had  a  daughter,  Molly,  a  cele- 
brated beauty,  who  married  Henry  Winfree. 

His  fourth  wife  was  Miss  Mary  E.  ("Pinkie")  Dyson, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Dyson,  of  Nottoway  County,  and 
by  her  he  had  three  children,  (a)  Fanny,  who  married 
Wyatt  Crute,  and  had  issue;  (b)  Alice  and  (c)  a  son  who 
died  in  infancy.  In  1854  John  Peter  Mettauer  and  his 
wife,  Mary  E.  Mettauer,  joined  in  a  deed  for  the  sale 
of  a  grist  mill  "formerly  known  as  Perry's  Mill,  two  or 
three  miles  north  of  the  court  house."  This  was  later 
known  as  Bass'  Mill. 

The  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  estate  of  John  Peter 
Mettauer  was  made  January  4,  1876. 

Captain  Richard  F.  Burke,  who  was  born  and  raised  at 
old  Prince  Edward  Court  House  and  attended  the  Gram- 
mar School  at  Hampden-Sidney  (located  in  The  Alamo) 
in  1853,  or  '54,  stated  to  me  that  among  others  who 
studied  under  Doctor  Mettauer  at  his  home  between 
Kingsville  and  Worsham  (old  Court  House),  were  the 
two  Doctors  Dillard,  of  Prince  Edward;  Dr.  Oscar  Wiley, 
of  Craig  County,  who  married  a  Miss  Pearson;  Dr.  Clem 
Fontaine;  Dr.  Johns,  of  Lunenburg  County;  Drs.  Francis 
Joseph,  Archer  and  Mumford  Mettauer;  and  probably 
Dr.  Gregory. 

The  Virginia  Medical  Society,  at  my  request,  has 
erected  recently  a  handsome  stone  to  the  memory  of 
Dr.  Mettauer,  and  has  placed  it  at  the  head  of  his  grave 
in  the  College  Church  cemetery.  The  picture  of  Dr. 
Mettauer,  published  in  this  issue,  is  from  a  daguerreotype 
which  was  given  to  me  by  my  father.  No  copy  of  this 
picture  has  heretofore  been  published. 

Francis  Joseph  Mettauer,  the  father  of  John  Peter,  lies 
buried  at  the  old  Mettauer  place,  now  an  old  field.  His 
dust  should  be  moved  and  placed  beside  his  distinguished 
son  in  College  church  cemetery  and  a  stone  erected  to 
commemorate  his  services  as  an  officer  of  the  War  of  the 
Revolution.

IN  the  October  number  of  The  Record  there  appeared 
an  article  under  the  above  title.  It  was  stated  in  this 
article  that  the  list  did  not  attempt  to  be  anything  but  a 
partial  one,  but  that  an  effort  was  being  made  togetdata 
about  others  who  have  also  distinguished  themselves  in 
the  field  of  medicine  and  questionnaires  are  constantly 
being  sent  out  for  this  information.  Many  of  these 
questionnaires  have  not  been  answered.  However,  enough 
data  has  been  received  to  make  a  supplemental  list,  all 
going  to  prove  that  in  this  field  Hampden-Sidney  men 
stand  out  prominently.  The  tendency  of  these  men  to 
take  up  their  abode  in  distant  places  is  made  evident  from 
the  following: 

In  Texas  we  find,  among  other  doctors  who  were  at  one 
time  students  at  Hampden-Sidney,  Edwin  W.  Link, 
Class  of  '80,  and  H.  R.  Link,  Class  of  '86,  who  took  their 
medical  degree  at  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College, 
New  York,  and  did  post-graduate  work  at  New  York 
Polyclinic.  They  are  both  located  at  Palestine,  Texas, 
where  they  have  practiced  medicine  for  many  years  with 
great  success,  chiefly  in  the  general  practice  of  medicine, 
though  both  are  also  surgeons  of  skill.  They  are  both 
members  of  the  Texas  State  Medical  Association  and  the 
American    Medical    Association. 

Dr.  Crittenden  Joyes,  of  the  Class  of  '89,  is  another 
Hampden-Sidney  man  who  has  gone  to  Texas,  being  an 
eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  specialist  at  Fort  Worth,  that 
state.  He  received  his  medical  training  at  the  University 
of  Louisville,  doing  post-graduate  work  at  New  York 
Polyclinic.  He  was  in  the  Medical  Corps  during  the 
World  War,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Texas  State  Medical 
Association,  American  Medical  Association  and  a  Fellow 
in  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

Dr.  J.  Marion  Love,  of  the  Class  of  1899,  after  practicing 
medicine  awhile  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  has  also  taken  up 
his  abode  in  another  State,  being  located  at  Outwood, 
Kentucky,  where  he  is  with  the  United  States  Veterans' 
Bureau  Hospital.  Dr.  Love  received  his  M.  D.  at  Johns 
Hopkins  Medical  School,  taking  his  post-graduate  work 
there,  in  Boston,  New  York  and  Europe.  He  was  in  the 
Medical  Corps  during  the  World  War,  serving  both  at 
home  and  with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces.  His 
specialty  is  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat.  He  holds  member- 
ship in  leading  medical  societies. 

Prentiss  D.  Johnston,  of  the  Class  of  1902,  whose 
father,  Lewis  B.  Johnston,  graduated  at  Hampden-Sidney 
in  1868,  and  both  of  whose  brothers  are  also  graduates  of 
Hampden-Sidney,  is  now  located  at  Tazewell,  Virginia, 
in  the  general  practice  of  medicine.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia,  the  American  Medical 
Association   and   the  Norfolk  and   Western  Association. 

A  member  of  the  same  class  with  Dr.  Johnston  is 
William  Read  Martin,  of  Charlotte  Court  House,  Virginia. 
He  graduated  at  the  University  College  of  Medicine  in 
Richmond,    doing    post-graduate    work    at    the    Virginia 


Hospital  in  Richmond  and  the  Central  State  Hospital  in 
Petersburg.  He  is  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of 
medicine,  though  specializing  in  the  diseases  of  children. 
Dr.  Martin  comes  of  a  family  on  his  mother's  side,  the 
Reads,  who  have  been  receiving  their  education  at 
Hampden-Sidney  for  generations. 

Illustrating  further  the  tendency  of  these  graduates  to 
locate  in  distant  places  we  find  Dr.  Charles  A.  Clemmer 
of  the  Class  of  1901,  who  took  his  professional  degree  in 
1907  at  the  University  College  of  Medicine  in  Richmond, 
and  who  is  now  located  at  Daytona  Beach,  Florida.  He 
was  Captain  in  the  Medical  Corps  during  the  World  War. 
He  has  had  a  most  successful  career  and  holds  membership 
in  numerous  medical  societies.  Also  there  is  Dr.  William 
John  Scott,  of  the  Class  of  191 5,  at  674  East  Grand  Boule- 
vard, Detroit,  Michigan.  After  receiving  his  B.  A.  at 
Hampden-Sidney  he  took  his  Master's  degree  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  then  took  his  medical  degree  at  Johns 
Hopkins,  at  which  place  he  also  did  post-graduate  work  for 
three  years.  His  specialty  is  pediatrics,  and  he  is  at  present 
connected  with  the  children's  clinic  at  Detroit.  He  entered 
as  a  private  in  the  318th  Infantry  and  rose  to  the  rank  of 
First  Lieutenant.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Wayne  County 
Medical  Association,  Michigan  State  Medical  Association 
and  Central  State  Pediatric  Association. 

Another  who  has  made  a  speciality  of  pediatrics  is 
Dr.  Raymond  McKnight  Sloan,  of  the  Class  of  19 14. 
He  is  a  graduate  in  medicine  of  the  University  of  Virginia, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Students'  Auxiliary  Training 
Corps  during  the  World  War.  His  post-graduate  work  was 
done  in  Bellevue  Hospital  in  New  York.  He  is  now  located 
at  Huntington,  West  Virginia,  and  is  meeting  with  marked 
success  in  his  chosen  specialty.  He  holds  membership  in 
the  West  Virginia  Medical  Association  and  in  the  American 
Medical  Association. 

Another  Hampden-Sidney  graduate  now  located  in 
West  Virginia  is  Dr.  Archer  Alexander  Wilson,  of  the 
Class  of  191 7,  being  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of 
medicine  at  Switchback,  that  state.  His  medical  training 
was  received  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  his  post- 
graduate work  being  done  at  the  Sheltering  Arms  Hospital, 
Richmond.  He  was  in  the  Hospital  Corps,  United  States 
Navy,  1917-1919.  Besides  belonging  to  other  medical 
associations,  he  is  a  Fellow  in  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

One  of  the  more  recent  graduates  of  the  College,  Miller 
A.  Sanders,  of  the  Class  of  1919,  has  also  cast  his  lot  in 
another  State,  being  located  at  Bangor,  Pennsylvania,  no 
doubt  influenced  to  locate  in  this  State  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  he  received  his  M.  D.  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Student's 
Auxiliary  Training  Corps  during  the  World  War.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Medical  Association  and  is 
meeting  with  conspicuous  success  in  the  general  practice  of 
medicine. 
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The  Acid  Test

FOR  many  years,  perhaps  from  the  beginning,  there  has 
been  an  under-current  of  discontent  with  colleges  and 
of  criticism  of  the  graduates  turned  out  by  them;  it  being 
easy  to  notice  the  wide  difference  between  the  self-satisfied 
claims  of  many  of  these  institutions  and  the  real  quality 
of  their  output. 

Of  late  years  this  current  of  criticism  has  grown  steadily 
wider  and  deeper;  and  strong  enough  to  break  through  the 
surface  in  innumerable  letters  and  articles  in  journals  and 
magazines,  the  criticism  becoming  ever  more  energetic, 
more  pointed  with  specific  charges,  and,  at  times,  bitter. 
It  is  insisted  that,  while  colleges  were  chartered,  endowed 
and  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  giving  mental  training 
and  of  supplying  the  country  with  a  stream  of  men  who  are 
educated,  or  at  least  semi-educated,  as  a  matter  of  obvious 
fact,  many  of  them  had  turned  to  the  worship  of  false  gods. 
In  many  cases  the  actions  of  the  college  seemed  to  justify 
the  suspicion  that  the  authorities,  president  and  others, 
had  come  to  believe  that  the  institution  had  been  created 
with  the  main  aim  of  furnishing  the  public  with  semi- 
gladiatorial  sports  after  the  close  of  the  professional 
baseball  season;  such  a  suspicion  seemed  an  easy  inference 
from  the  twin  facts  that  in  such  colleges  larger  salaries  are 
paid  to  the  athletic  coaches  than  to  the  members  of  the 
teaching  staff,  and  that  on  the  grounds  of  such  colleges 
the  object  of  greatest  pride  is  the  stadium,  a  structure 
larger  and  more  costly  than  any  building  devoted  to  mere 
teaching;  as  a  match  for  these  items  of  modern  collegiate 
equipment,  only  the  Colosseum  can  be  cited,  either  for 
cost  or  for  capacity. 

Other  critics,  sitting  in  the  seat  of  the  scornful,  insist 
that  the  most  revered  article  in  the  equipment  of  the 
modern  college  is  the  adding  machine;  that  a  constant 
increase  in  attendance  is  now  the  ideal  of  the  American 
college,  that,  like  Edward  Lear's  hero,  they  may 

"So  go  on  from  day  to  day, 
Getting  a  little  fatter." 

But  collegiate  fat,  like  that  in  the  human  body,  adds  to  the 
weight  and  not  to  the  strength,  clogs  every  organ  and 
makes  it  more  sluggish,  increasing  the  girth  while  reducing 
the  efficiency.  Such  as  follow  this  line  of  criticism  freely 
admit  that  such  obese  institutions,  like  the  fat  woman 
in  the  side-show,  will  draw  a  crowd  of  the  idle  and  un- 
thinking, but  they  come  back  with  the  pointed  question: 
"Does  any  sensible  man  choose  his  lawyer  or  his  family 
physician,  say,  because  of  his  superior  fatness?" 

Something  like  the  present  illogical  and  unsatisfactory 
condition  seems  to  have  been  foreseen,  years  ago,  with 
prophetic  vision,  by  Woodrow  Wilson,  then  President  of 
Princeton  University:  "It  is  clear  that  the  time  is  coming," 
he  said,  "when  the  side-shows  will  outdraw  the  main 
tent." 


It  would  be  wearisome  to  attempt  even  to  summarize 
all  the  points  at  which  the  finger  of  a  caustic,  and  often 
deserved,  criticism  has  been  levelled.  One  result  of  this 
state  of  mind  has  been  the  appearance  of  more  and  more 
men  willing,  if  not  eager,  to  express  publicly  and  frankly 
their  disbelief  in  the  honesty  of  modern  colleges  and  their 
conviction  that  residence  in  a  college  for  purposes  of  study 
is  worse  than  useless.  About  a  year  ago  The  Atlantic 
Monthly  printed  an  article  in  which  the  author,  a  teacher 
in  a  large  northern  institution,  confessed,  with  some  show 
of  pride,  that,  when  a  student  of  the  better  mental  type 
asked  his  advice,  he  urged  the  student  to  withdraw  from 
college  and  to  pursue  his  studies  in  private,  where  the 
surroundings,  the  atmosphere  and  the  spirit  would 
stimulate,  rather  than  discourage  intellectual  interest 
and  effort;  in  modern,  familiar,  terms,  he  thought  that, 
so  far  as  mental  training  was  concerned,  it  was  "better  to 
be  on  the  outside  looking  in,  than  on  the  inside,  looking 
out."  To  cite  a  more  recent  example:  in  a  late  issue  of 
The  Saturday  Evening  Post  there  was  an  article  under  the 
title:  "Checking  up  on  an  Education."  In  the  opening 
section  of  this  article  the  author  stated  that  he  had  put  the 
following  question  to  a  dozen  college  graduates:  "If  you 
have,  or  had,  a  son  ready  for  college,  would  you  send 
him  to  your  old  college?"  In  all  cases  the  reply  was  the 
same:  "If  it  is  the  same  kind  of  an  institution  as  it  was 
in  my  time,  NO." 

Next,  after  the  members  of  the  faculty,  whose  lips  are 
sealed,  those  best  placed  to  know  what  a  particular  college 
really  is,  as  distinguished  from  what  it  is  represented  as 
being  in  its  varied  forms  of  propaganda,  are  the  patrons 
of  the  college  and  especially  its  graduates;  what  views  do 
these  two  groups  hold  of  the  Hampden-Sidney  of  the 
present? 

Inspection  of  the  Registrar's  books  for  the  current 
session  shows  that  there  are  now  in  attendance  at  Hamp- 
den-Sidney twenty-two  sons  of  former  students,  and 
forty-one  brothers  of  older  brothers  who  have  been 
students  here  in  former  years.  Apparently,  therefore,  if 
the  question  asked  by  the  writer  referred  to  above  had 
been  put  to  the  alumni  of  this  college,  the  reply  would 
have  been  different.  In  the  period,  during  which  the 
fathers  of  the  present  students  were  in  residence  here,  the 
attendance  averaged,  perhaps,  about  120.  If  allowance 
be  made  for  those  who  died  young,  for  those  who  never 
married,  for  those  who,  though  married,  had  no  children, 
and  for  those  who,  though  married  and  with  children, 
have,  at  the  present  time,  no  sons  of  college  age,  it  may 
not  be  unreasonable  to  conclude  that  fifty  per  cent.,  or 
more,  of  such  alumni  as  might  patronize  the  college  to-day 
are  in  fact  sending  their  sons  to  "their  old  college."

THE  Board  at  its  spring  meeting  limited  the  attendance 
for  the  session  of  1927-1928  to  250.  This  limitation 
is  necessary  through  lack  of  dormitory  accommodations, 
on  account  of  class-rooms  hardly  adequate  in  size  or 
number  even  for  250,  and  because  the  present  teaching 
force  cannot  do  efficient  work  with  a  greater  number. 

The  third  day  after  college  opened  there  were  248  on 
the  rolls,  breaking  all  records  by  at  least  thirty;  and  this 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  fees  had  been  considerably 
raised.  In  a  very  few  days  more  the  number  had  gone  to 
257,  it  being  necessary  to  exceed  the  limit  for  the  sake  of  a 
few  old  students  who  were  slow  to  matriculate  and  a  few 
new  ones  who  would  not  take  "no"  for  an  answer.  Only 
four  students  have  withdrawn,  which  shows  an  unusual 
stability  in  enrollment  figures. 

The  enrollment  is  distributed  among  the  classes  as 
follows:  Seniors,  28;  Juniors  46,  Sophomores,  64;  Fresh- 
men 119.  They  come  from  fourteen  states  of  the  Union, 
and  three  are  from  China. 

Those  registering  for  degrees  are  about  evenly  divided 
between  B.  S.  and  B.  A.  Eighty  of  the  students,  or  nearly 
one-third,  are  studying  Greek;  and  sixty-one,  or  nearly  a 
fourth,  are  studying  Latin.  A  more  remarkable  fact  is 
that  240  are  studying  Bible,  though  this  subject  is  required 
only  in  the  two  lower  classes.

Letters  from  Alumni 


Boston,  Massachusetts 

December  3,  1927. 
Dear  Dr.  Bagby: 

I  am  awfully  sorry  I  am  able  to  help  you  so  little  with  the  alumni  infor- 
mation, the  blanks  for  which  I  am  returning  in  practically  the  same 
condition  you  last  saw  them.  Harry  Nash  I  know  well,  but  have  not 
seen  him  for  perhaps  two  years.  My  brother,  C.  D.  Hurt,  could  probably 
furnish  a  few  facts  regarding  Nash,  Hash  and  Nininger,  since  he  is  lo- 
cated permanently  in  Roanoke.  I  am  writing  him  to-night  asking  that 
he  write  you  in  case  he  can  help. 

Your  letter  was  forwarded  to  me  here  from  Roanoke,  which  explains 
part  of  the  delay  in  the  reply.  The  remainder  I  must  apologize  for.  It 
sounds  fanciful  to  say  that  we  are  in  school  from  9  A.  M.  until  10 P.M., 
six  days  a  week,  I  suppose,  but  that  is  the  average  schedule  during 
Design  problems.  I  never  expected  to  see  the  day  when  I  would  hurry 
to  school  at  7  A.  M.  for  a  week — and  like  it.  It  used  to  seem  pretty  hard 
to  get  to  Chapel  by  8:45  occasionally,  on  the  Hill.  Thus  far  classes  have 
been  running  smoothly,  with  the  exception  of  one  condition,  in  Con- 
structive Design — hope  that  Dean  Reed  is  not  disappointed.  However, 
seven  of  forty  odd  passed  the  course,  and  about  the  same  number  made 
conditions.  Constructive  Design  is  really  worse  than  Physics  III  used 
to  seem     *     *     * 

Last  year  John  Southall  and  Giles  Robertson  were  both  in  Boston, 
with  the  Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Co.,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to 
locate  them  this  fall.  Coach  Roundy  was  in  Belmont  with  his  team 
some  weeks  ago,  but  until  the  next  day's  paper  I  hadn't  known  of  the 
game,  so  missed  out  all  around.  There  is  only  one  Virginian  in  my  de- 
partment, and  there  are  comparatively  few  Southerners,  but  one  inter- 
esting fact  about  the  class  is  that  almost  without  exception  it  is  composed 
of  transfers,  with  a  fairly  large  percentage  of  degree  men.  Beginning 
this  fall  the  course  in  Architecture  was  made  one  of  five  years  instead 
of  four,  and  I  expect  to  see  it  some  day  made  a  graduate  course.  Luckily, 
the  added  year  will  not  affect  me,  although  I  will  have  the  benefit  of 
the  extra  classes  added  as  far  as  they  can  be  worked  in.  Architecture 
is  the  only  five-year  course  in  the  Institute,  and  incidentally,  the  only 
one  having  student  government,  under  the  Honor  System. 

Please  give  my  regards  to  the  Circle  at  the  next  meeting.  I  am  hoping 
to  be  on  the  Hill  in  June,  but  just  now  that  seems  a  long  time  ahead. 
We've  had  no  snow  yet,  but  every  time  the  wind  picks  up  a  bit  I  cer- 
tainly miss  the  Hampden-Sidney  weather,  especially  the  warm  sessions 
over  on  Fourth.

From  the  first  I  was  delighted  with  the  idea  back  of  The  Alumni 
Record,  and  now  that  this  idea  has  been  so  happily  realized  I  congratu- 
late you  and  your  colaborers,  not  only  on  the  contents  and  attractive 
appearance  of  the  numbers  that  have  come  from  the  press,  but  on  the 
manner  in  which  the  Alumni  have  reacted  to  the  publication. 

To  those  graduates  who  have  gone  out,  like  birds  from  the  nest,  The 
Record  brings  a  message  of  love  and  loyalty  from  the  College  where 
their  happiest  years,  since  childhood,  were  spent.

If  any  of  the  Alumni  seem  lacking  in  interest  it  is  not  due  to  indifference 
to  the  College,  but  to  the  exacting  nature  of  their  daily  duties  which 
crowd  out  much  in  life  that  they  really  love  most.  We  must  get  across 
to  each  alumnus  the  idea  that  this  is  his  College,  and  that  he  is  vitally 
interested  in  its  welfare,  not  only  on  the  grounds  of  disinterested  love 
and  affection,  but  also  because  the  well  being  of  the  College  has  a  great 
bearing  on  the  value  of  his  diploma.

This  should  be  the  sentiment  of  every  alumnus.  Some  years  ago,  on 
a  public  occasion,  I  stated  that  in  my  opinion  any  one  sending  a  student 
to  Hampden-Sidney  College  was  doing  God  a  service.  I  am  still  of  that 
opinion.

THOSE  of  the  community,  and  visitors,  who  love  the 
beautiful,  have  had  during  the  past  month  an 
opportunity  to  have  their  taste  in  this  direction  given 
real  indulgence.  Professor  Asa  D.  Watkins,  of  the  chair 
of  English,  has  had  on  exhibition  at  the  Pi  Kappa  Alpha 
House  a  selection  of  his  paintings.  They  are  for  the  most 
part  landscapes,  or,  to  be  more  accurate,  oil  sketches  of 
familiar  views  'roundabout,  showing  trees  in  their  gor- 
geous autumnal  foliage,  with  buildings  in  the  background. 
At  the  same  time  there  are  mountain  and  lake  scenes, 
notably  in  the  Catskill  Mountains  and  around  Lake 
George. 

Professor  Watkins,  though  he  at  no  time  received  any 
instruction  in  this  art,  some  ten  or  more  years  ago,  when 
overtaken  by  ill  health  and  having  to  give  up  his  active 
duties,  took  up  painting  for  his  own  diversion  and  to  while 
away  the  long  hours  of  enforced  idleness.  Always  a  lover 
of  the  beautiful,  with  the  true  sense  of  perspective  and 
proportion,  and  with  the  eye  of  an  artist,  he  has  acquired 
remarkable  skill  with  the  palette,  oil  and  brush,  and  some 
of  his  work  is  remarkable  and  has  received  great  praise. 
He  has  sold  a  number  of  pictures  through  the  past  years, 
but  he  so  loves  his  work  and  the  result  of  his  labors  that 
the  commercial  aspect  has  never  appealed  to  him. 

Among  the  pictures  which  have  attracted  the  most 
attention  are  a  moonlight  scene  on  Lake  George,  the 
maples  in  all  their  gorgeous  colors  in  front  of  Mrs.  Lacy's 
residence,  and  a  picture  looking  across  Venable  Athletic 
Field  from  the  highway  running  from  Farmville,  showing 
the  amphitheatre  effect  of  the  field  with  Cushing  Hall  in 
the  distance.  One  is  amazed  at  the  beauty  and  softness 
of  the  colors  and  their  remarkable  blending.  Though 
the  pictures  are  of  still  life  they  are  not  lifeless,  but  one 
can  almost  hear  the  leaves  in  the  trees  rustle  in  response 
to  the  caress  of  the  breeze,  or  see  them  falling  to  the  ground 
when  a  sudden  gust  breaks  them  from  their  moorings. 
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REV.  RICHARD  BEVERLEY  EGGLESTON 

Rev.  Richard  Beverley  Eggleston,  Ph.  D.,  '86,  died  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  December  10,  1927,  as  the  culmination  of  a  long  period  of 
suffering  which  had  rendered  several  operations  necessary. 

He  was  the  son  of  the  late  G.  Markham  Eggleston  ("Uncle  Mark- 
ham",  as  the  boys  of  fifty  years  ago  knew  him)  and  Mary  Alexander 
Lyle. 

His  preparatory  course  was  taken  at  the  old  Prince  Edward  Academy 
at  VVorsham,  Virginia — an  old-fashioned  school  of  which  Professor  James 
R.  Thornton  and  Rev.  Thomas  Wharey,  D.  D.,  were  successively 
principals. 

After  graduating  from  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Mr.  Eggleston 
was  pastor  of  churches  in  Louisa  County,  Virginia;  in  Norfolk  Presby- 
tery; in  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  He  de- 
veloped unusual  power  as  an  evangelist  and  was  often  called  on  to 
conduct  meetings. 

Failing  health  caused  him,  some  months  before  his  death,  to  give  up 
the  work  of  the  regular  pastorate;  but  he  continued  to  preach  as  strength 
and  opportunity  permitted. 

His  wife,  nee  Mattie  Wills,  and  a  daughter  and  a  son  survive  him. 


THOMAS  MITCHELL  BASS 

Mrs.  R.  E.  Price,  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  reports  that  her  father, 
Thomas  Mitchell  Bass,  of  the  Class  of  1862,  died  January  9,  1925. 

Mr.  Bass  held  the  degrees  of  A.  B.,  A.  M.,  and  C.  E.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  "H.-S.  Boys".  Mrs.  Price  says  she  has  in  her  pos- 
session a  box  of  text  books  which  Mr.  Bass  used  while  a  student  at 
Hampden-Sidney.  Why  do  not  the  students  of  the  present  day  value 
their  books  so  highly?  Now-a-days  text  books  are  sold  to  the  first 
purchaser  that  can  be  found. 

DR.  THOMAS  HICKS  PLEASANTS 

Dr.  Thomas  Hicks  Pleasants,  of  the  Class  of  1876,  died  of  pneumonia 
in  Lewistown,  Montana,  May  16,  1927.  This  "centennial  class"  con- 
tained six  doctors  of  medicine — Dr.  J  W.  Cavitt,  of  Bryan,  Texas; 
Dr.  H.  H.  Dodson,  who  died  October  22,  1926;  Dr.  J.  W.  Graybill,  who 
later  became  a  minister  and  whose  death  occured  March  28,  1912;  Dr. 
J.  H.  Lacy,  of  Arizona,  who  has  had  varied  experiences  on  the  frontier; 
Dr.  Donald  McPhail,  who  died  March  10,  1920;  and  Dr.  T.  H.  Pleasants. 

Dr.  Pleasants  served  as  United  States  health  officer  for  eight  years 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  in  the  World  War. 
He  married,  September,  1883,  Davids  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  Miss 
Gertrude  Belcher.  His  children  were  Ethel,  Virginia  Marion,  and 
Thomas  E.  Pleasants. 


GEORGE  H.  KRUG 

Only  recently  has  it  been  reported  that  George  H.  Krug,  '80,  died 
in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  on  August  II,  1919.  He  was  a  civil  engineer  and 
had  attained  distinction  in  his  profession.  "The  Boys"  of  fifty  years 
ago  will  remember  our  Brazilian  contingent — George  and  Arthur  Krug 
and  old  "Dom"  Rodriguez.  The  last  named  died  August  11,  1907. 
Who  can  tell  of  the  career  and  present  address  of  Arthur  Gillam  Krug? 


REV.  VIVIAN  GRAY  SMITH 

Rev.  Vivian  Gray  Smith,  D.  D.,  '97,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Kenova,  West  Virginia,  died  in  Huntington,  West  Virginia, 
November  10,  1927. 

He  was  born  at  Hat  Creek,  Virginia,  August  21,  1867;  for  some  years 
was  a  merchant;  and  graduated  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  1897. 
In  1898,  he  married  Miss  Virginia  Armstrong,  of  Cumberland  County, 
Virginia,  who  died  several  years  ago.  Two  children  survive  their 
parents,  a  son  and  a  daughter — the  former  once  a  student  of  Hampden- 
Sidney,  Class  of  '29. 

The  funeral  was  held  in  Farmville,  Virginia,  November  13th,  when 
his  bodv  was  laid  to  rest  beside  his  wife. 


REV.  LLOYD  COOK  CAMPBELL 

Rev.  Lloyd  Cook  Campbell,  '14,  died  at  his  home  in  Fountain,  North 
Carolina,  November  15,  1927.  Mr.  Campbell  was  born  at  Paw  Creek, 
North  Carolina,  July  4,  1882,  graduated  from  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Virginia,  in  1916,  was  ordained  by  Winchester  Pres- 
bytery, June  16th  of  that  year,  and  served  the  Blain  and  Allegheny 
Churches  for  two  years.  Later  he  was  pastor  of  the  Berkeley  Springs 
and  Duckwall  Churches.  From  1921  to  1923  he  labored  in  Fayetteville 
Presbytery,  North  Carolina,  and  since  1923  had  been  pastor  of  the 
Fountain  and  Falkland  Churches  in  Albemarle  Presbytery.  May  24, 
1916,  at  Deerfield,  Virginia,  he  married  Miss  Archie  Pauline  Blaine. 
He  left  his  widow  and  one  child. 


ROBERT  EMMETT  HAMLETT 

Near  the  College,  for  near  half  a  century,  lived  a  family  in  which 
race-suicide  was  not  known.  Besides  several  daughters,  seven  sons 
gathered  around  the  family  board,  all  of  whom,  in  turn,  entered  Hamp- 
den-Sidney and  were  faithful  students  and  respected  members  of  the 
academic  community.  These  were  the  sons  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Hamlett,  and 
all  save  two  are  now  living. 

Barksdale,  of  the  Class  of  1898,  rose  to  prominence  in  Kentucky  and 
was  cut  off  in  his  prime.  Now  we  must  record  the  death  of  Robert 
Emmett  Hamlett,  A.  B.,  1904  and  B.  Lit.,  1905.  During  the  session 
1904-05,  he  was  one  of  the  "fellows"  to  whom,  at  that  time,  fell  the 
task  of  giving  instructions  to  backward  freshmen.  For  some  years  the 
young  man  taught  successfully  but,  finally,  devoted  himself  to  the 
study  of  law,  and  settled  at  Mt.  Gilead,  North  Carolina,  where  his 
industry  and  character  won  recognition  at  the  bar  and  in  civic  affairs. 

After  a  considerable  period  of  ill  health,  he  died,  October  3,  1927, 
leaving  a  widow  and  two  small  children. 


JUDGE  BOYLAN  GREEN 

After  many  months  of  serious  ill  health,  Judge  Boylan  Green,  A.  B., 
1872,  passed  away  at  the  home  of  his  son  in  Charlotte  County,  Virginia, 
November  2,  1927.  Two  of  Judge  Green's  brothers — Clement  Read 
and  William  Booker,  like  himself,  belonged  to  the  Class  of  1872,  a  class 
containing  many  prominent  and  useful  men.  These  brothers  were  sons 
of  Colonel  William  Green,  of  Charlotte  County,  Virginia,  A.  B.,  1844, 
and  a  brave  officer  in  the  Confederate  Army. 

Judge  Green  had  served  the  County  of  Charlotte  as  Judge  of  the 
County  Court  and  as  its  representative  in  the  Legislature.  He  was  a 
lawyer  of  sound  judgment  and  accurate  knowledge.  His  wife  was 
Miss  Alice  Bouldin,  daughter  of  Judge  Wood  Bouldin,  '41,  and  died 
some  years  before  her  husband.  Judge  Green  was  buried  at  the  old 
family  burying  ground  at  "Greenwood." 

HENRY  TUCKER  HARRISON 

Henry  Tucker  Harrison,  A.  B.,  1867,  M.  D.,  who  for  years  was  a 
practicing  physician  at  Lock  Raven,  Maryland,  died  in  1913,  as  reported 
by  his  son,  H.  T.  Harrison,  Treasurer  of  Automotive  Service  Corpor- 
ation, Danville,  Virginia.  Dr.  Harrison  was  a  soldier  in  the  Confed- 
erate service,  as  were  almost  all  the  other  members  of  his  class. 

This  class  contained  three  other  physicians — -Wilmer  Hodgson,  who 
died  in  1908;  Henry  I'Anson,  who,  terribly  wounded  at  Sailor's  Creek, 
died  in  1883;  and  Henry  Nash  Read,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York. 


Some  Alumni  of  Earlier  Days 

JOHN  A.  PATTESON 

John  A.  Patteson,  '66,  was  born  in  1847,  in  Amherst  County,  and 
was  a  son  of  Elizabeth  Camm  and  Dr.  David  Patteson. 

He  entered  Hampden-Sidney  College  with  his  cousin  George  W. 
Patteson  and  they  left  College  together  to  volunteer  in  the  Confederate 
Army.  John  A.  Patteson  lost  his  life  the  latter  part  of  the  war  in  the 
fighting  around  Petersburg. 

He  was  an  older  brother  of  Miss  Kate  Patteson  who  married  George 
W.  Patteson. 


ROBERT  WILLIAM  SANTOS 

Robert  William  Santos,  '51,  was  born  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  August 
14,  183 1.  He  married,  1st,  June  2,  1858,  Miss  Anne  Eliza  Evans,  who 
died  in  the  spring  of  1859,  leaving  one  daughter,  Mary  Evans  Santos. 
He  married,  2d,  Miss  Helen  Gormley,  May  30,  1861,  and  of  this  union 
there  were  five  children — Herbert,  Lelia,  Evelyn,  Helen,  and  Isabel. 

Mr.  Santos  was  Portuguese  Consul  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  1861— '65;  and 
was  in  the  wood  and  coal  business  for  sixty-nine  years — from  1856  to 
April  12,  1925,  the  date  of  his  death.  He  was  for  fifty-three  years  an 
elder  in  the  First  Presbvterian  Church,  of  Norfolk.

One  of  the  most  loyal  alumni 
of  the  College  and  personally  known  to  nearly  all  of  his 
hearers,  Mr.  Brock  made  a  talk  about  Hampden-Sidney, 
its  work  and  its  needs,  which  was  received  by  everyone 
with  interest  and  appreciation.  His  acceptance  of  the

It  is  felt  that  it  will  be  mutually  helpful 
if  the  alumni  are  divided  into  groups  according  to  the  amount 
that  each  is  to  subscribe.  We  believe  that  among  the  alumni  body 
of  1, 800  to  2,000  men  at  least  twenty-five  can  be  found  who 
will  give  $1,000  each;  that  another  twenty-five  can  be  found  who 
will  give  $750  each;  that  probably  fifty  can  be  found  who  will  give 
$500  each,  and  numbers  who  will  give  smaller  sums  of  $250  each, 
$100  each,  $50  each,  and  $25  each;  that  these  subscriptions  may  be 
presently  paid,  or  in  five  annual  installments;  it  is  believed  that 
assistance  comes  to  those  who  first  help  themselves  and  that  if 
this  action  is  taken  by  the  alumni  themselves,  and  liberally  sup- 
ported, this  fact  will  be  a  great  asset  in  seeking  contributions  from 
people  of  wealth  or  educational  foundations. 

Resolved  Further,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  pub- 
lished in  the  next  issue  of  The  Record  with  the  request  that 
Alumni  and  Alumni  Chapters  communicate  with  the  Executive 
Committee  at  Hampden-Sidney,  and  with  the  Secretary  of  this 
Chapter,  J.  B.  Henneman,  1 1  Nassau  Street,  New  York,  indicating 
their  reaction  as  to  this  suggestion. 


Forensics 

PROBABLY  one  of  the  most  thriving  forms  of  activity 
at  Hampden-Sidney  is  forensic  work.  Much  interest 
is  shown  in  the  debates  and  each  year  a  goodly  number 
of  students  enter  the  debate  try-outs.  On  Wednesday 
evening,  November  9th,  the  first  try-outs  of  the  year  were 
held  in  the  College  Chapel.  Ten  men  participated.  From 
this  number  Messrs.  McAllister,  Johns  and  Block  were 
chosen  to  be  added  to  the  Debate  Squad.  Mr.  Cole  was 
chosen  as  alternate.  Dr.  Allan,  the  forensic  coach  an- 
nounced that  he  was  "unusually  well  pleased  with  the 
formidable  array  of  forensic  material  on  hand."  All  the 
men  on   the  debating  squad  of  last   year,  who  did   not 
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graduate,  are  back  in  College  this  year.  Among  these 
are  Messrs.  Gilmer,  Randolph,  Shackleton,  Keesee,  Car- 
penter, E.  L.  Lacy,  W.  S.  Lacy  and  Lancaster. 

Five  debates  are  definitely  scheduled  for  this  session  so 
far.  The  question  at  issue  in  these  debates  is:  "Resolved, 
that  the  United  States  should  adopt  a  national  uniform 
marriage  and  divorce  law."  The  first  debate  is  scheduled 
for  December  2d,  when  Messrs.  Randolph  and  E.  L.  Lacy 
will  go  to  Lynchburg  and  uphold  the  negative  side  of  the 
above  stated  question.  On  December  9th,  there  will  be 
a  dual  debate  with  Roanoke.  Messrs.  Carpenter  and 
Gilmer  will  debate  the  negative  side  of  the  question  at 
Roanoke  while  Messrs.  Keesee  and  Shackleton  will  up- 
hold the  affirmative  side.  This  team  will  meet  their 
Roanoke  opponents  in  the  auditorium  of  the  State 
Teachers'  College,  at  Farmville.  Plans  are  being  made  for 
forensic  tilts  with  Randolph-Macon  College,  Davidson 
College,  Emory  and  Henry  College,  the  University  of 
Richmond  and  the  University  of  Florida. 

This  year  bids  fair  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  years 
Hampden-Sidney  has  had  in  forensics.  The  old  men  are 
"tried  and  true"  and  any  two  of  them  make  a  formidable 
pair.  All  are  outstanding  for  clear  thinking,  power  to 
convince  and  ready  wit.  They  have  excellent  records 
behind  them  and  are  all  members  of  the  Tau  Kappa  Alpha 
forensic  fraternity.  The  new  men  are  very  promising 
and  bid  fair  to  uphold  Hampden-Sidney  well  in  intercol- 
legiate circles.  To  Dr.  Allan  a  great  deal  of  credit  goes 
for  his  excellent  work  in  training  the  debating  squads.  Dr. 
Hart  has  recently  been  made  assistant  coach  and  he  will 
be  a  valuable  aid  in  developing  debate  teams.  The 
debaters  are  getting  ready  for  the  first  clashes.  Within 
a  few  weeks  they  come  and  we  are  all  hoping  that  Hamp- 
den-Sidney may  be  as  successful  as  she  was  last  year.

COMMENCING  with  the  "Phipp"  banquet  given  to 
the  new  men  at  the  College  Club  on  the  evening  of 
September  22d,  the  Philanthropic  Literary  Society  swung 
into  the  work  of  another  year  with  the  most  rosy  prospects 
of  a  successful  session.  And,  judging  from  the  work  that 
has  been  done  so  far,  it  would  seem  that  the  hopes  for  a 
great  year  are  to  be  fully  justified. 

At  the  banquet  given  for  the  new  men,  President 
Eggleston  and  Dr.  D.  M.  Allan,  as  Phipp  Alumni,  spoke 
a  few  words  of  welcome  and  of  invitation  to  membership 
in  the  Philanthropic  Society.  Both  pointed  out  the  ad- 
vantages that  the  societies  give  in  training  a  man  to  stand 
before  an  audience,  and  to  speak  clearly  and  concisely. 
At  the  end  of  the  entertainment  the  rollbook  was  signed 
by  something  over  thirty  new  men. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  over  thirty  freshmen, 
as  well  as  quite  a  number  of  upper  classmen  have  entered 
the  rolls  of  Philanthropic.  Every  man  seems  bent  upon 
doing  a  good  year's  work  and  the  programs  thus  far  have 
been  both  good  and  of  fair  length.  In  the  first  Freshmen 
Declaimers'  contest  of  the  year  eleven  new  men  partici- 
pated. Three  contests,  both  in  declaiming  and  in  debating, 
are  still  held  each  year,  and  the  winner  of  the  greatest 
total  of  votes  for  the  three  contests  is  awarded  a  valuable 
medal  at  the  Commencement  Exercises.  In  the  essay  con- 
test, taken  part  in  by  the  men  doing  third  year  work,  a 
committee,  chosen  of  faculty  members,  selects  the  best 
essay  submitted  and  the  winner  of  this  contest  is  also 
awarded  a  medal  at  Commencement. 

The  winners  in  the  different  phases  of  society  work  for 
the  session  of  1926-27  were:  W.  W.  Kerns,  in  declama- 
tion, J.  S.  Shackleton,  in  debating,  and  E.  R.  Arehart,  in 
essay  work.  Active  plans  are  now  being  carried  out  to 
have  an  oratorical  contest  this  year  in  addition  to  the  ones 
already  mentioned.  An  endeavor  is  also  being  made  this 
year  to  rejuvenate  interest  in  the  Intermediate  Celebra- 
tion. The  Philanthropic  representatives  have  not  been 
chosen  at  this  writing,  but  will  be  chosen  before  the 
Christmas  vacation.

THE  1927  football  team  did  not  make  the  imposing 
record  of  the  1926  eleven,  but  we  still  believe  that 
Captain  Myles'  squad,  with  just  a  little  more  experience, 
might  have  established  an  even  more  impressive  record 
than  the  great  squad  of  1926  lead  by  Alfred  Adkins.  The 
loss  of  the  sixteen  veterans  of  the  previous  season  was 
most  keenly  felt  in  the  pinches,  in  the  language  of  athletic 
men.  The  time  has  not  arrived  when  young  men,  lacking 
the  background  of  experience,  can  be  expected  to  measure

up  to  their  full  possibilities  in  a  crisis.  In  three  games 
the  past  season  the  Tigers  made  more  first  downs  and 
carried  the  ball  to  the  very  shadow  of  the  goal  posts  time- 
after  time  only  to  be  checked  when  a  score  would  have 
changed  the  complexion  of  the  game.     The  entire  squad 


worked  hard  in  practice  and  in  games.  No  group  any- 
where could  have  been  more  conscientious.  Captain 
Myles  was  a  good  leader  and  his  men  gave  him  their  best 
efforts  at  all  times.  The  writer  was  impressed  with  the 
fine  sportsmanship  of  the  squad.  The  men  took  victory 
in  a  modest  way  and  at  all  times  were  ready  to  commend 
the  opponents  for  their  good  playing.  In  defeat,  which 
after  all  is  the  true  test  of  men,  the  Tigers  were  to  be  ad- 
mired, no  alibis  were  offered  and  a  noticeable  drive  in 
practice  followed.

The  squad  opened  the  season  with  the  strong  Cavaliers 
of  the  University  who  were  later  crowned  State  Cham- 
pions. The  Tiger  line  played  very  good  ball  in  this  game 
but  the  secondary  defense,  made  up  largely  of  new  men, 
were  confused  by  the  Virginia  over-head  attack.  The 
whole  squad  was  used  with  the  object  of  testing  out  the 
new  men  rather  than  holding  down  the  score. 

The  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  game  was  a  big  stride 
forward  by  way  of  improvement.  The  Techs  looked  to  us 
a  bigger  and  harder  driving  team  than  Virginia.  Only 
two  men  had  been  lost  by  graduation  and  the  running 
attack  of  the  Gobbler  eleven  showed  clearly  the  smooth- 
ness of  an  experienced  squad.  Captain  Myles  and  his 
sturdy  men  played  the  Maroons  to  a  stand  off  for  three 
quarters  but  manpower  exacted  its  toll  before  Maddox 
dashed  over  and  through  a  tired  Garnet  and  Gray  team 
for  two  markers  in  the  last  quarter.  It  was  a  won- 
derful game.  The  following  week  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute  defeated  Colgate  University,  rated  one  of  the 
strongest  teams  in  the  East.  Returning  to  Death  Valley 
we  took  on  the  powerful  High  Point  squad.  The  visiting 
team  was  as  strong  as  anything  we  had  encountered  on 
the  home  lot  for  several  years  and  the  writer  frankly  did 
not  expect  to  win.  Good  interference  for  the  ball  carriers 
gave  us  a  touchdown,  and  a  very  aggressive  defensive  line 
in  the  shadow  of  its  own  goal  prevented  a  score.  This  gave 
us  a  well  earned  victorv.

The  big  home  game  of  the  season  was  played  with 
Delaware  University.  The  visitors  played  a  fine  brand  of 
football  and  fought  hard  the  entire  game.  Good  blocking 
and  hard  charging  paved  the  way  for  two  touchdowns. 
Alert  following  of  the  ball  gave  the  Tigers  another  marker. 
A  large  gathering  of  Alumni  added  to  the  occasion.  Home- 
coming Day  is  always  interesting  to  us.  We  look  forward 
to  the  old  men  coming  back  to  The  Hill. 

The  following  Saturday  we  journeyed  to  Lynchburg  to 
play  the  "  Hornets  "  of  the  Hill  City.  We  played  the  game 
in  the  new  municipal  stadium  which  is  an  ideal  place  to 
stage  football.  Lynchburg  presented  the  biggest  team 
turned  out  in  years.  The  work  of  the  two  big  ends  Rari- 
den  and  Bell  gave  us  trouble.  The  former  weighs  about 
205  pounds  and  the  latter  about  190  pounds.  We  soon 
decided  to  stay  away  from  these  fellows  and  hit  the  middle 
for  substantial  gains  for  a  touchdown.  This  touchdown 
probably  cost  us  the  Randolph-Macon  game  as  Ruffner 
received  a  badly  sprained  ankle.  Going  to  the  air  game 
we  completed  three  very  good  passes  for  touchdowns 
which  gave  us  a  20-0  victory  over  a  clean  hard-fighting 
team. 


I  will  not  say  that  Petersburg  is  our  jinx  town  because 
Dr.  Mcllwaine,  Jim  Scott  and  other  good  Hampden- 
Sidney  men  might  resent  it,  but  I  could  not  help  thinking 
of  the  defeat  the  Jackets  administered  to  our  team  in  1908 
when  Lem  Bowden,  the  captain  who  measured  only  6  deet 
7  inches  in  his  stocking  feet  brought  his  children  down 
on  Riverside  Park  to  take  the  short  end  of  another  6-0 
game.  I  happened  to  be  a  member  of  that  family  and 
some  of  my  brothers  lined  up  in  this  manner:

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The  line-up  on  preceding  page  made  quite  a  record,  but 
the  game  in  Petersburg  with  Randolph-Macon  cost  us  the 
championship.  We  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  meet 
many  of  the  men  listed  above  when  on  our  trips.  Jack 
Kay  and  Paul  Yeager  were  very  much  in  evidence  at  the 
Center  game  in  Charleston.  All  of  them  are  doing  well  in 
business,  medicine,  law  and  the  ministry.  It  is  quite  a 
coincidence  that  Henry  Bischof  should  be  back  on  The 
Hill  to-day,  a  full-fledged  student.  He  is  completing  some 
studies  in  order  to  get  his  degree. 

I  drifted  away  from  the  game  of  this  year  in  Petersburg. 
The  Tigers  were  a  bit  over-confident,  I  believe.  This 
condition  was  soon  dispelled  however,  as  the  Jacket  line 
was  big  and  ferocious.     We  woke  up  just  a  little  too  late.

The  Ashland  men  had  scored  a  touchdown  and  the  pres- 
sure was  too  much  for  our  new  backs.  We  carried  the 
ball  "all  over  the  lot"  but  within  striking  distance  of  a 
touchdown  we  fumbled.  With  three  minutes  to  play  we 
took  the  ball  from  our  own  30  yard  line  to  the  goal  line 
and  failed  with  one  yard  to  go.  In  justice  to  the  team 
we  must  say  that  Jeter  Scott  and  Jack  Ruffner,  two  of 
our  best  men,  were  out  of  the  game. 

With  the  squad  reenforced  by  Ruffner  and  Scott,  and 
with  a  determined  frame  of  mind,  the  men  went  at  their 
work  in  preparation  for  Centre  College.  The  reversal  of 
the  previous  week  had  been  good  for  the  boys.  The  game 
in  Charleston  was  probably  the  best  game  the  Tigers  put 
over  the  entire  season.  The  line  was  on  edge  and  the 
backfield  coordinated  well  to  tear  great  gaps  in  the 
Centre  front  wall.  The  secondary  defense  and  ends  were 
particularly  alert  on  the  passing  game  and  many  Centre 
passes  were  intercepted.  The  alumni  of  Charleston  were 
wonderful  in  their  treatment  of  the  team.  I  have  never 
seen  such  loyalty,     I  should  like  to  mention  just  a  few 


who  were  closely  connected  with  promoting  the  game: 
Donald  Cork,  Cameron  Lewis,  Jack  Kay,  Fritz  Hamilton, 
Geo.  Byrne,  Frank  Brown,  Hugh  Thompson,  "Fatty" 
Thayer,  "Toad"  Thurman.  Of  course  there  were  many 
others  who  did  a  lot  of  work  and  we  wish  to  thank  them  all. 

The  big  game  in  our  state  is  with  Richmond  University. 
The  largest,  and  probably  the  most  colorful,  crowd  greeted 
the  two  teams  and  student  bodies  on  Tate  Field,  Novem- 
ber 1 2th.  The  old  boys  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  Hamp- 
den-Sidney organized  a  band  and  made  quite  a  showing 
in  the  Capital.  It  is  the  first  organization  of  this  kind 
since  the  day  of  "Barney"  Oldfield,  back  in  1909-10. 
Both  teams  were  on  edge  and  a  hard  fought  game  fol- 
lowed. We  got  a  very  good  start  and  had  an  opportunity 
to  score  early  in  the  game,  but  failed  to  take  advantage 
of  it.  A  little  later  Richmond  scored  a  touchdown  and 
kicked  the  goal  for  7  points.  The  Spiders  were  using  a 
play  which  proved  effective  in  blocking  our  strong  tackles. 
As  we  had  not  scouted  them  close  we  had  not  seen  this 
man  in  motion  play  and  it  was  sometime  before  we 
adapted  ourselves  to  it.  In  the  second  half,  the  team 
came  back  with  a  dash  which  looked  something  like  the 
great  comeback  of  last  year.  With  the  ball  on  about 
the  4-yard  line  we  fumbled,  which  killed  our  chance  of 
tieing  the  count.  After  an  exchange  of  punts  we  came 
back  down  the  field  and  this  time  Ruffner  made  good  his 
opportunity  by  diving  over  the  strong  Spider  forwards. 
We  failed  to  kick  the  goal,  which  left  the  score  7-6  in 
favor  of  Richmond.  I  believe  we  outplayed  the  Red  and 
Blue  and  the  statistics  show  we  made  14  first  downs  to 
their  11.  It  was  a  great  game.  Though  defeated,  we 
all  felt  the  men  had  played  a  fine  brand  of  ball  and  had 
shown  an  admirable  spirit. 

The  last  game  on  our  schedule  was  disappointing  and 
yet  I  feel  the  men  did  their  best.  It  was  purely  a  mental 
let  down  after  the  hard  games  with  Center  and  Rich- 
mond. This  happens  to  the  best  of  teams.  Only  a  few 
days  ago  the  writer  was  in  Atlanta  to  see  the  Georgia- 
Georgia  Tech  game.  This  game,  if  won  by  Georgia, 
would  have  given  the  Bulldogs  the  National  Champion- 
ship without  a  doubt.  The  pressure  on  the  Georgia  boys 
was  terrific  and  the  hard  grind  of  the  season  proved  too 
much  for  them.  Georgia,  rated  a  five  to  one  favorite, 
was  defeated  by  Tech  in  the  greatest  upset  of  the  season. 
Such  upsets  are  weekly  affairs.  The  game  is  getting 
more  uncertain  every  year  and  I  suppose  this  is  one  big 
reason  for  its  popularity.  The  mental  condition  of  the 
players  cannot  be  controlled  by  the  coaches.  Our  game 
with  William  and  Mary  caught  us  at  low  ebb.  It  is  not 
my  purpose  to  take  any  credit  from  the  Indians  for  the 
well-earned  victory.  They  played  fine  football  and 
showed  great  blocking  and  speed  around  the  ends.  But 
the  Tiger  team  of  November  19th  was  not  the  team  which 
had  turned  back  Centre  and  outplayed  the  Spiders. 

The  veterans  who  will  be  missed  next  fall  are  Captain 
Harry  Myles,  tackle,  Bob  Hudson,  center,  Joe  Cox, 
fullback  and  Jeter  Scott,  end.  These  men  have  played 
the  last  football  game  under  the  colors  of  the  Garnet  and 
Gray.  All  of  them  have  been  hard  workers,  faithful  and 
of  fine  spirit.  Count  on  them  all  to  make  good  in  their 
life-work. 

The  team  next  fall  should  be  stronger  because  of  added 
training  and  game  experience.  Staurt  "Speck"  Worden, 
of  Abingdon,  Virginia,  was  recently  elected  captain. 
Worden  is  the  best  tackle  in  the  State  of  Virginia  and 
was  picked  by  sports  writers  for  the  mythical  State  Team.
